Most failures of raising flowers from seeds may be traced 
back to an improper way of sowing them. While there is a general rule, which says that seeds should be cov- 
ered to the depth of four times their size, it is difficult to actually figure such a depth, for most of the flower 
seeds are very fine and small. For such seeds we recommend the following cultures: If out-of-doors, prepare 
a bed, spade well and pulverize to a depth of 6 inches; even and smooth the surface; sow the seeds loosely and 
sparingly and rake carefully into the surface. Then water the bed witha very fine rose-spray and cover it very 
thinly with alayer offresh lawn cuttings. Remove grass as soon as seeds have germinated. Our flower seeds are 
absolutely fresh and the crop of 1906. 

If sown in the house, use a shallow, flat pan or box about 3 inches high; fill the bottom with coarse gravel 
for drainage, and balance with well-sifted loam; sow seeds loosely on the surface and barely dust over with a 
cover ofsand. Water with a fine rose-spray and set ina light and sunny place. Cover box with a pane of glass 
and protect same with newspapers while the sun shines directly upon it. Watch carefully until seeds germinate, 
and remove glass at once. If sown in hotbed, follow the directions as given above for outdoor sowing. 

For the benefit of those who are not acquainted with the terms, ‘“‘Annuals,”’ “ Perennials,” etc., we give the 
following explanations: 

Annuals grow from seed. Fiower. mature their seed, and die in one year, or,in other words, the same season. 

Hardy Annuals are those which can be sown in the open ground. 

Half-hardy Annuals are those which should be started early in the house, conservatory or hotbed, and trans- 
planted to the garden in settled warm weather. 

Biennials grow from seed, sown from June to August, flower, ripen their seed and die the next year, though 
some varieties bloom the same season if sown early in gentle heat. 

Hardy Biennials will winter in the open ground without protection. 

Perennials grow from seed, and continue flowering annually for many years after the first season. Some va- 
rieties flower the first season if planted early in gentle heat. 
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Half-hardy Biennials require the protection of a coldframe or coolhouse during winter. 

Hardy Perennials can remain in the open ground during winter without protection. 

Hali-hardy Perennials require the protection of a coldframe or coolhouse during the winter. 

Tender or Greenhouse Perennials require window or greenhouse culture, free from frost during winter, and 
thrive in the garden during the warm months.

DAHLIAS 


We are Headquarters for the Choicest and Newest Varieties of Dahlias 


Although Dahlias have been grown for a century or more, we feel it a duty to give here a few suggestions in 
regard to their culture. Dahlias delight in and require an open, sunny situation and, to begin with, a sandy soil. 
The tubers should be planted 4 inches deep from the top of the crown and 3 feet apart. The best time for plant- 
ing in this section is from May 15 to June 15. After the young plants have grown about 6 inches, the center bud 
should be pinched so to make the plant branch freely. When the plant has grown a foot or'so, an abundant 
quantity of cow-manure should be heaped around the plant, and this should be constantly watered. All imperfect 
buds should be removed as soon as they appear, and in regard to insects, nothing is safer than hand-picking. 
Dahlias, although of easiest culture, require constant attention if high-grade flowers are desired. 

It is well to retard the flowering season by disbudding until the plant has made a substantial growth. A 
little nitrate of soda at the time of blooming is an excellent food. Those who can visit our salesroom during sum- 
mer and fall will find on exhibition every variety of Dahlias we catalogue and find it a great assistance and con- 
venience to make their selection for another season.

In planting worked Roses, have the budded part set 
2 or 3 inches below the surface of the ground, and the 
soil pressed firmly about the stem. By bringing the 
budded part above the surface, the plant is liable to 
winter-kill; this is the cause of a great deal of the loss 
from worked plants. For winter protection, draw the 
soil about 1 foot high about the plants, or even more if 
convenient. Manure can be put on for additional pro- 
tection. It need not be rotted; green manure will an- 
swer just as well, and can be covered under in spring.
